Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In the claims the step "investigates a payment status of each client on a basis of the 
stores information on the payment of the consideration" is vague as to the investigation 
algorithm. Also, "performs charge optimization processing to suppress reduction of the 
amount of money paid by a client" is vague as to the performance charge optimization 
algorithm. Also, the step of minimizing the time variation of the sum of the consideration 
paid by a client is vague as to the minimization algorithm. Also, "disclosure information" 
is vague and indefinite. In claim 5-7, it is not clear if any method steps are being claimed 
nor how the language further limits the claim 1 . Also, the step of issuing securities is 
vague. Also, then means for performing charge optimization processing to suppress 
reduction of the amount of money paid by the client is vague and indefinite with respect 
to the algorithm for performing the same.
